It is asolutely 
necessary to have help on the farm . 
It is likewise necessary to have a va­ 
riety of crops growing if the farm er 
ever expects to get out of debt. N ot­ 
ing the success with cotton ju st south 
of vs our farm ers decided to put out 
a

acreage 
this 
spring and 
<?cught negro fam ilies in the South 
who 
w _re 
cotton 
raisers 
to 
take 
charge of this branch of the farm ing. 
The 5 ast few weeks has brought hun­ 
dreds of these fam ilies into this sec­ 
tion and we will state th a t they are 
big fam ilies, well dressed and every 
one of them self-sustaining and with 
b.vr.k accounts. 
It is to these people 
th at Southeast Missouri and the Sik- 
cston D istrict are looking to work us 
out of the financial hole. 
The white 
te ra n ts should not take offense 
a t 
landlords for trying to save 
their 
lands with this cotton help for 
the 
cotton help will like wise be the salva- 
ti« n of the white tenants who can get 
ready help from them <wben in need 
of it. 
It is not a social move by any 
TO ears, but a move for the good 
of 
landlord, tenant, laborer 
and 
m er­ 
chant. The* threat to intim idate these 
black families will be frowned on by 
the better element in town and coun­ 
try alike, because we need the money 
they brought

Prohibition m ust be credited with a 
m easure of success. 
W ithin 
the 18 
m onths fro m July, 1921, to December, 
1922, there were 58,862 arre sts for 
the “crim es’’ created by the prohibi­ 
tion laws. 
T here were 27,801 con­ 
victions, with jail sentences ag g re g a t- 
nig 2044 y ears, 11 m onths and 
24 
days, and fines totaling $5,220,558.02. 
There were pending on the dockets 
of the Federal courts 21,850 
ases not 
disposed of. 
X iw cases were being 
docketed at a rate exceeding 3000 a 
month. 
This is a wonderful record in the 
m aking of jailbirds for crim es 
un­ 
known to the crim inal calendar be­ 
fore prohibition, but the field of pos­ 
sible activity has been only scratched. 
A few illicit distillers, 
bootleggers 
ami pocket flaskers have been haled 
into count. The home brew ers 
have 
hardly been touched. 
If prohibition 
is to be really enforced all of 
these 
must be reached by hook or crook— 
by blanket w arra n ts 
or unw arranted 
taids, searches, seizures and arrests. 
The building of jails must keep pace 
with t h e m anufacture of jailbirds. We 
sha'i soon have a “crim inal” popula­ 
tion. created 
by crim e-m aking laws', 


w h i c h will be the boast and pride of 
the most exacting of the fanatics who 
believe that the redem ption of man 
depends upon the 
police 
power and

It cost $15 « r $20 for a 
coffin th m and even poor folks could 
afford to die, but r uu but the well- 
to-do can afford to die now and m ay­ 
be that is the reason so many of us 
old fellow» are still hanging on. But

bill.

Moving Towards The League 


F orm er Associate Justice Clarke of 
'the Supreme Court made a point in 
his speech at the first m eeting in New 
York of the N onpartisan Association 
fo r 
the 
League 
of 
N ations about 
whidh there can be no 
division of 
opinion, namely, th a t the question of 
our entering the League “ never had 
a fa ir hearing in the United S ta te s ”. 
It was draw n into the melee 
of p a r­ 
tisan politics and at a tim e when the 
p u b ic mind was incapacitated 
fo r 
sound, considerate functioning. 
The 
7,000,000 m ajority was not a verdict 
ag a in st ou r entering the League. The 
result of the 1920 election would have 
been p re tty much the 
sam e if the 
covenant had never been w ritten. 
Mr. Clarke also referred to an in- 
te rts tin g change th a t 
was prospec- 
tive’y made in the covenant last Sep­ 
tem ber, when the Assem bly directed 
the Council d o prepare “a 
regional 
trea ty of mutual 
g u a ra n ty ”. 
This 
provision, if and when adopted, will in 
effect repeal Article X by lim iting to 
neighboring nations the obligation of 
furnishing 
arm ed 
assistance to 
a 
nation whose territorial integrity has 
been attacked or menaced. 
The fa ­ 
miliar bogey of A m erican boys dying 
in the d istan t trenches of other w a r­ 
ring nations can no long'er be evoked 
by our dem agogues when this version 
of the Monroe D octrine has been in­ 
corporated in the covenant. 
Meanwhile, of course, the m ost con­ 
vincing advocate fo r Am erican p a rti­ 
cipation in the tffort to save Europe 
from destruction is found in the bit­ 
t e r logic of events. 
Nobody im agin­ 
ed in 1918 that 1923 would see F ran ce, 
invading G eim any, 
but th at is the 
fact. 
It is a fact of ill omen, too. And 
in 1918 com paratively few A m ericans 
realized th at the A m erican fa rm e r’s 
prosperity depended on the E uropean 
m arket. 
The A m erican farm er un­ 
derstands 
that clearly enough 
now, 
but the knowledge has been gained 
at a serious cost. 
It would be difficult, impossible, per­ 
haps, to secure a verdict on this ques­ 
tion a- art from p artisan politics. But 
the American farm er joins 
the 
A m erican business man in dem anding 
our entrance into the League as the 
only so ution 1'or this grave economic 
problum the politicians will not be 
laggard in m aking the sam e demand. 
We are moving tow ards the League, 
steadily 
and 
inevitably 
under 
the 
pi rsuasion 
of 
self-preservation.—

er from the

industrial project. 
The fact that a Ford institution is 
to he located on the Mississippi 
is 
full of significance to all river cities. 
Mr. F o rd is a dauntless believer in 
the river. 
His 
vision 
goes beyond 
saving a little money on fre ig h t 
or 
any particular financial profit. 
He has 
a vision of the F a th e r of W aters ful­ 
ly harbiessed to generate all the pow­ 
er of Which it is capable, fully de­ 
veloped against overflow, fully 
im ­ 
proved to provide a perm anent chan­ 
nel for comerce ami fully equipped to 
c a rry all the 
freight 
in the valley 
that needs a north-and-south lift. 
Mr. Ford can be depended upon to 
act on that vision. 
From the incip- 
iency of the St. Pauli project he has 
p'amied putting on the upper river a 
b arg e line not only for 
his own use 
but for the service of the public. He 
will ship his products down the river 
by a barge and ship w hatever 
coal 
he m ay need 
over 
the 
same w ater 
highway, presum ably from his 
own 
mines in Kentucky. 
If he establish­ 
es the intended fertilizer plant 
at 
Muscle Shoals the logical outlet 
of 
its product will be down the Tennes­ 
see and up and down the Mississippi 
to thi g reat agricultural areas of the 
valley. 
The genius of the “flivver” has pil­ 
ed up wealth to the point w here per­ 
sonal gain can no longer be the only 
motive. 
His interest now ajH>arently 
lies In developing 
the 
resources of 
the nation in connection with his own 
interests. 
There is am ple opportun­ 
ity for his genius ami resources 
in 
tht development of the w aterw ays.—.

AND THE CORN BELT 


Thoughtful northern farm ers 
are 
now watching with a great deal of 
interest the struggle the cotton grow* 
rs iff the south are making to bring 
the bool weevil under control. There 
1» good reason why 
the 
northern 
farm er should (be interested. 
Unless 
cotton farmers can continue to grow 
otton profitably, they will 
frown very 
neccsarty grow more corn and 
live 
stock, which they 
have 
heretofore 
purchased from the north in 
great 
quantities. The experience of the last 
two or three years has shown us very 
d early that the addition of a few 
hundred million bushels of corn to a 
m>;mal crop «lepresses the price out 
of all proportion to the increase 
in 
production. 
Northern farm ers, there­ 
fore, have a very direct financial in- 
ter«*st in the fight against the 
bool 
weevil. Cotton is the great cash crop 
f the south. 
The soil ami climate 
and labor conditions are all favorable 
to cotton production. 
It would pay 
southern farm ers to diversify 
their 
farm ing more than they have up to 
the present time. 
It woufd pay them 
to grow more corn ami live stock; hut 
their farm ing m ust center around cot­ 
ton. 
Recent reports indicate progress 
in 
fighting the boll weevil. 
At one of 
the 
southern 
experim ent 
stations 
there seems to have been developed 
an improved method of using 
the 
arsnicai poison which has been found 
effective against the insect, but which 
heretofore has been too expensive ex­ 
cept on larnl which will produce over 
half a hale to the acre. 
This new 
method seems to justify its use 
on 
land which produces less than a half 
bale. 
It is to be hoped that it will 
he found successful throughout 
the 
cotton section.—W allaces’ Farm er.
